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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the JP '121 reference is still believed to properly 
anticipate the claims. Applicants state that the particles of JP '121 are conductive, whereas the claimed ceramic particles are non- 
conductive. However, the instant claims contain no such recitation of the conductivity of the particles. Therefore, it is submitted that the 
issue of conductivity is not relevant to the patentability of the claims. The claims do require that the particles not relate to the 
charge/discharge reaction of the battery. JP '121 meets this limitation because its particles do not participate in the electrochemical 
reaction of the battery. 

Furthermore, the claims as currently drafted merely require the presence of particles that contain AI203. The particles of JP '121 meet 
this limitation. Applicants are reminded that the claim language is open-ended and does not expressly exclude components other than 
aluminum oxide from being present in the particles.
